The President In Message Denies T hat 


Corporations W ere Specially Favor­ 


ed In Alaska Grant. 


Washington, July 27. — P resident 
T alt sent a special m essage to the sen­ 
ate shouldering full responsibility tor 
opening for settlem ent and develop­ 
ment 12,SOU a« res of the Chugaeh na­ 
tional forest reserve in A laska—an in- 
ciilent which has come to be known aa 
t i e “Controller Bay Affair.” 
In closing he brands the now fa­ 
mous “ Dick to Dick” postscript as a 
“wicked 
fabrication” and says that 
Charles P. Taft, his 
brother, whose 
nam e appeared in the alleged post­ 
script, “lias no 
interest in Alaska, 
never had, and knows nothing of the 
circum stances 
connected 
with 
this 
transaction.” 
Moreover, tile president adds, his 
brother does not rem em ber that he 
ever met Richard 9. Ryan, represent­ 
ing the Controller Railway and Navi­ 
gation com pany. The “ Dick to Dick" 
letter which Miss Ms P. Abbott says 
she saw on the files of the d ep art­ 
ment of the interior, is alleged to have 
been w ritten by Ryan to Richard A. 
Ballinger, the then secretary of the in­ 
terior. 
As tor elim inating the land In ques­ 
tion from the reserve, the president 
says that there is no danger of the 
Controller 
Railway 
and 
Navigation 
company or any other interests mo­ 
nopolizing the field, and that there is 
nothing to show that this com pany is 
in anc way connected with the Mor- 
gan Guggenheim interests. Hence, he 
believes that in elim inating the land 
he has ac ted for the best interests of 
(lie nation. 
“I wisli to lie as specific as po ssib le 
upon this iMiint," says the president In 
his message, 
and to sa ' that I alone 
ani responsible for the enlargem ent of 
the proposed 
elimination 
from 320 
acres to 12,800 acres, and that I pro 
po ed the change and stated my re a­ 
sons therefor. 
The thing which the territory of 
Alaska 
needs 
Is 
developm ent, and 
where rights and franchises can lie 
properly g ianted to encourage invest­ 
ment arid construct a railroad with­ 
out conferring exclusive privileges, I 
Ire)(eve it to be in accordance with 
good policy to grant them .” 
Accompanying tile president's mes­ 
sage are documents, reports and maps 
bearing on the case, as requested of 
tiim by a senate resolution cl Ju n e 27. 
"I deem it wise,” says the message, 
“to accom pany 
the 
submission 
of 
these docum ents with a statem en t in 
narrative form of the action of the ad­ 
ministration with the reasons th ere­ 
for.” 
Here follows a description of Con 
I roler bay and environs and a map 
showing the effect of w ithdraw ing the 
much mooted 12,8oo acres from the 
••©nerve. Tile president then takes up 
toe thread of his n arrativ e as concerns 
the events that precipitated the con- 
Iroversy. 
He relates how Ryan, representing 
the Controler Railway and Navigation 
otn pa ny, applied in Ifinfi for the elim­ 
ination of a tract to enable his com­ 
pany to obtain railroad term inals, etc 
The application was referred to the 
forestry bureau and then to th e navy 
departm ent with a view that perhaps 
the navy dep artm en t desired to use 
Controller bay as a reservation.
